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No.  1  -  The  first  ancestor  of  our  branch  of  the  Davis 
family  tfo^come  to  Ohio  was  Abiathar  in  the  summer  of  1804, 
with  his  second  wife,  Rachel,  and  7  of  his  children.  He  was 
the  son  of  Welsh  parentage  and  born  in  1754.  The  name  is  said 
to  have  originally  been  Davies  and  he  spelled  it  that  w ay 
occasionally  when  signing  his  name  in  Georgia  during  his  27  or 
28  years  residence  in  that  state  in  or  near  to  Wrightsbo rough, 
in  Columbia  Cour-ty.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
(Quakers)  and  is"  believed  to  have  had  birthright  membership  in 
that  religious  organization.  Prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church  and  business  in  that  locality,  and  especially  in  land 
affairs  and  farming. 


His  first  wife,  the  mother  of  all  his  children,  was  Lydi  . 
Embree,  born  in  the  vicinity  of  Bush  River  Meeting,  S.  C.,  or 
Exeter,  Pa.,  daughter  of  John,  born  in  New  Jersey,  a  son  of 
Moses  Embree  who  had  three  sons,  Moses,  John  and  Elijah  and 
there  may  have  been  daughters  and  other  sons.  The  Embree 
family  is  said  to  have  been  Norman  French  Hugcnots,  the  name 
appearing  in  the  early  minutes  and  records  in  Friends  Meeting:, 
in  England,  and  were  well  to  do,  spiritually  minded,  establish 
ed  residents  in  Long  Island  in  1682.

The  minutes  of  the  Bush  River  Meeting  in  South  Carolina 
indicate  definitely  that  John  Embree  and  his  family  came  there 
from  Exeter,  Pennsylvania,  and  in  1775  went  to  ’"right sbrough 
Meeting  in  Georgia. 


John’s  wife,  Lydia’s  mother,  was  Mary  (surname  of  her 
family  not  known  to  the  writer). 


No .  2  -  Traditional  history  of  Abiathar  Davis  prior  to 
his  coming  to  Georgia  in  1777,  was  brief  as  related  within  the 
hearing  of  the  writer  hereof,  a  great  grandson,  born  in  1853, 
in  the  ancestral  residence  on  the  land  where  he  established 
his  first  home  in  Ohio,  and  where  he  died  in  1840.  The 
writer’s  homo  until  1890  was  within  two  miles  of  the  ancestral 
home,  and  have  not  resided  more  than  ten  miles  distant  from  it 
since,  and  was  related  to  many  others  of  the  original  members 
of  the  West  Branch  Meeting  of  Friends  and  havo  since  my 
earliest  memory  been  acquainted  with  most  of  the  members  of 
that  Meeting,  and  all  mention  of  him  was  that  he  was  born  in 
wales  and  came  to  Georgia  when  a  young  man.  That  he  married 
there,  and  in  1804,  one  year  after  Ohio  was  admitted  to  the 
Union  as  a  free  State,  he  came  to  Ohio, -as  most  other  Friends 
in  Southern  States  did,  in  1802  to  1804,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  they  could  dispose  of  their  lands  and  such  chattels  as  they 
did  not  bring  with  them. 
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Before  coming  Ohio  he  disposed  of  his  lands  in  Georgia, 
720  acres,  and  bought  all  of  Section  17  of  Township  6,  Range  5 
containing  649  acres  in  what  is  now  Union  Township,  Miami 
County,  Ohio,  as  shown  by  a  plat  of  the  land  that  will  accompany 
these  papers.  The  northwest  part  of  Milton  (West  Milton  Post 
Office)  now  extends  over  the  Southeast  corner  of  Section  17. 

The  particular  locality  in  Wales  from  v/hich  the  Davies 
family  came  is  not  known  to  the  writer  hereof.

That  Abiathar  was  apprenticed  to  a  man  in  Pennsylvania  - 


trade  not  named  -  and  after  completing  his  apprenticeship  he 
applied  for-  and  and  received  from  his  Meeting  in  Chester  County 


Pa.  in  1777, -a  certificate  of  removal  of  his  membership  from 
that  Mooting,  and  in  company  with  Daniel  Williams"'  from'  tiie  ■  same 
Quaker  Meeting,  made  the  journey  to  Georgia.  Williams  was* 
married  and  had  a  daughter  named  Sabi 11a.  That  later  Abiathar 
and  his  wife  named  one  of  their  daughters  after  the  Williams 
girl.

They  brought  right  of  Membership  from  Smithfield  Monthly 
Meeting  of  Rhode  Island  to  rrest  Branch  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends, 
They  were  great  grandsons  of  a  Seth  Kelly,  born  in  Ireland  in’ 
1700,  who  came  to  America  and  settled  in.  eastern  Massachusetts, 
where  he  died  in  1758.  David  and  wife,  Mary  A.  Kelly  Davis,  had 
no  children. 


No.  39  -  The  Friends  marriage  law  required,  if  married  by 
Friends  ceremony,  that  both  of  the  contracting  parties  be  members 
of  that  church;  that  both  at  two  separate  regular  meetings  arise 
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and  announce  their  intention  of  marriage,  stating  name  of  pro¬ 
spective  wife  or  husband,  after  which  the  ceremony  was  performed 
at  a  later  regular  meeting  to  suit  desiro  and  convenience  of 
candidates . 

In  the  early  years  of  that  denomination  a  member  who 
married  a  non-member  forfeited  membership. 

No .  40  -  In  1804  Abiathar  Davis  received  membership  removal 
certificates  for  himself,  wife  and  seven  of  his  children  from 
Wright sborough  Meeting,  Georgia.  His  daughter  Rachael  evidently 
did  not  come  to  Ohio  until  1843  (See  Will  and  receipt  of  W.  B. 

Jones  at  No.  _ ) ,  and  I  believe  that  Rhoda  never  came  to  Ohio. 

There  were  ten  children.  See  No.  4.  His  second  wife,  Rachel, 
was  probably  deceased  prior  to  his  going  to  Elk  Creek  in  1814. 
See  No.  5. 


I  have  no  positive  knowledge  of  Amos’  residence  being  ir. 
the  vicinity  of  Elk  Creek  Meeting,  but  believe  it  was,  and  that 
meeting  records  will  confirm  that  belief.  Those  records  are  pro¬ 
bably  now  in  the  custody  of  Richmond,  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting. 

No.  41- -  I  am  unable  to  decipher  the  name  of  Meeting  in 
Chester  Co . ,  Pa.  (See  3  and  4 )  from  which  Abiathar  Davis  obtained 
removal  certificate  on  Oct.  10,  1777.  Newark  Monthly  Meeting 
established  in  1686  and  Now  Garden  Monthly  established  in  1708 
were  in  Chester  County.  There  may  have  been  others. 

No.  42  -  The  John  Mote  land  shown  on  large  plat  herewith  was 
my  maternal  grandfather’s  home  and  the  home  of  my  mother,  except¬ 
ing  about  three  years  immediately  following  the  death  of  her 
mother  Rhoda  (Teague)  Mote,  to  time  of  her  marriage  in  1852. 

See  David  and  Anna  Mote  Davis  at  No.  20.  They  lived  on  adjoining 
farms  to  time  of  marriage  and  within  two  miles  of  them  afterward. 
These  facts  may  be  of  some  interest  to  relatives. 

No.  43  -  Each  Friends  Meeting  kept  a  minutely  detailed  recorc 
comprehensive ,  legible,  truthful  of  each  and  every  member,  and 
nearly  all,  new  and  old,  are  yet  in  existence  and  carefully  kept. 
Nearly  all  Friends  could  read  and  write. 

No.  44  -  The  younger  families  can  supply  such  details  as 
they  care  to,  of  what  I  have  omitted. 

No.  45  -  David  and  Anna  Mote  Davis  (sec  20),  Laura’s  husband 
John  V/i ill am  Macy  (see  No*  28),  and  Warrens’  wife,  Sallie  Eliza¬ 
beth  Davis,  at  No.  25,  and  their  son,  Harlan  Miller  Davis,  (at 
25  and  26)  are  all  buried  in  I.  0*  0.  F.  cemetery  at  ’"ost  I.Iiltcn 
Ohio.  Samuel  Lambert  Davis,  at  20  and  24,  died  of  acute  bron¬ 
chitis  at  home  of  his  Uncle  Samuel  T.  Mote  near  LoC-rand,  Marshal.! 
Co.,  Iowa,  July  13,  1879,  while  visiting  there,  and  is  buri  :d  in 
the  Friends  cemetery  at  LeGrand. 

No.  46  -  Mary  Davis,  daughter  of  John  and  Lydia  Coate  Davie 
(See  No .  8 )  wife  of  Eli  Hoover,  died  at  homo  on  land  marked

■ 


’’Hoover"  on  plat,  and  was  buried  in  West  Branch  Comotory.  They 
had  four  children,  one  named  Jesse  Clark  Hoover,  and  after  her 
death  Eli  obtained  a  removal  of  membership  certificate  from  West 
Branch  Meeting  for  himself  and  all  of  his  children,  to  a  Friends 
Meeting  in  Iowa,  to  which  place  they  v/ont,  and  later  Jesse  Clark 
married  as  stated  at  No.  8. 

The  "Hoover"  tract  is  now  small  and  I  do  not  know  how 
much  there  was  of  it  originally. 

No.  47  -  The  Northwest  quarter  of  Section  Seventeen  (17), 
the  tract  marked  "Abiathar  Davis  Estate  1840"  was  a  part  of  the 
"residue"  of  his  estate  and  was  sold  by  the  Administrator  and 
proceeds  distributed  among  cash  legatees  except  Amos.  I  did  not 
find  the  James  Hanks  survey,  mentioned  in  the  Will,  but  it  made 
somo  slight  changes.  Samuol  deeded  a  few  acres  of  the  N.  W. 
corner,  or  point,  of  his,  to 'Abiathar  because  his  allotment  con¬ 
tained  more  land  than  it  was  the  intention  for  him  to  have. 

Samuol  Pierce  did  not  qualify  as  one  of  the  administra¬ 
tors.  Do  not  know  cause  of  his  failure. 


The  foregoing  may  not  be  readily  comprehensive,  but 
can,  I  believe,  be  used  as  a  foundation,  with  most  of  necessary 
details,  in  making  a  family  "Tree".  My  wish  is  that  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  some  of  the  rather  large  family  membership,

manner  and  form  following. 

First,  I  desire  that  my  funeral  charges  be  promptly  and 
punctually  paid. 

I  have  already  assisted  my  son  Amos  with  money  to  purchase 
land,  I  now  bequeath  to  him  Fifteen  dollars  in  addition  to  that 
he  has  already  received. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Rachel  Carter,  provided 
she  is  living  the  sum  of  One  hundred  dollars,  which  is  to  be 
retained  by  my  son,  Benjamin,  without  interest  and  paid  to  her 
when  she  shall  apply  for  it. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  heirs  of  my  daughter,  Rhoda 
Gilbreath,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  one  hundred  dollars. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Mary  Iddings,  two 
hundred  and  twenty -five  dollars. 

My  daughter,  Lydia  Coate,  lived  v/ith  me  some  years  after 
she  became  of  age.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  her  three  hundred 
dollars . 
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I  have  already  portioned  my  son,  Samuel,  with  a  piece  of 
land  from  the  south  side  of  the  section  of  land  on  which  I  live, 
which  is  secured  to  him  by  a  deed  of  gift.  I  now  further  con¬ 
firm  the  same  to  him  according  to  the  survey  and  lines  run  and 
made  by  James  Hanks. 

I  have  already  given  and  conveyed  to  my  son,  John,  a  piece 
of  land  in  the  North  East  corner  of  the  Section  on  which  I  live 
containing  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  I  now  confirm  the 
same  to  him  intending  that  he  shall  have  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  &  no  more. 

I  give  and  devise  to  my  son  Benjamin,  all  the  East  part  of 
the  aforesaid  Section  of  land  not  before  given  to  my  sons  Samuel 
and  John.  It  being  the  farm  on  v/hich  I  no w  live,  extending  West 
to  a  line  run  and  established  by  James  Hanks  &  containing  about 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Benjamin,  my  bed  and  bedding. 
My  books  &  personal  clothing  I  wish  to  have  distributed  amongst 
all  my  children. 

It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  the  residue  of  the  aforesaid 
Section  which  lies  Fest  of  the  pieces  given  to  John  &  Benjamin 
and  North  of  the  land  given  to  Samuel  and  which  contains  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  four  acres,  shall  be  sold- together  with 
all  the  rest  of  my  estate,  both  real  &  personal,  in  such  manner 
&  form  as  my  Executors  shall  deem  best  and  the  proceeds  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  foregoing  bequests.  If  there  should  be 
more  than  enough  the  remainder  to  be  divided  amongst  my  four 
daughters  in  the  same  proportions  that  I  have  already  made  the 
foregoing  bequests.  If  the  amount  is  deficient  the  deficiency 
is  to  be  born  In  like  manner  by  all  the  cash  Legatees.
